Minimize The Hardships! 


Naturally , it is going to b e impo."tsib le to 
lummon hundreds of thousands of y oung men 
from civilian life into the military service with- 
eut causing hardships of vary ing degree. 
But evei*y effort ought to b e made to minim- 
tee those hardship.s and hold them down to 
what proves ab solutely necessary . 
For instance, this has happened many times: 
K y oung man is ordered to report for service, 
ind given five day s’ grace to clean up his affairs 
ind cut the ties of civilian life. 
He quits his 
job , gives up his lodgings, turns over his b usi­ 
ness, if any , to others; sometimes he even sells 
most of his clothes and possessions. 
Then he 
reports at camp as ordered. 
Given a final ex - 
imination there, he is rejected, and sent b ack to 
pick up what threads of his civilian life he 
tan gather together again. 
The New York Selective Service Adminis- 
Irator, Col. Arthur V. McDermott, has had to 
Issue B warning to draft eligib les that they may 
b e thus rejected at the induction centers, and 
advising them to keep this in mind in arranging 
their affairs, so as to avoid, so far as possib le, 
the resulting dislocations. 
• 
m m 
To b egin with, employ ers ought to realize 
that thi.s often happens, and try to keep a 
man’s job “on ice,” so to speak, for a few day s 
after he is called up, so that he may resume 
it if he is rejected and returned. 
Others simi­ 
larly affected might well try to show the same 
consideration. 
Best of all, of course, would b e to give the 
•electee a final phy sical ex amination b efore he 
leaves the home community . 
Whether thi.*; is 
possib le to arrange or not, we don’t know. 
But 
It should surely b e considered, with a view to 
putting such a sy stem in effect if that proves 
practicab le. 
If not, many of the inevitab le hardships can 
b e minimized if selectees themselves will guard 
•s carefully as they can against possib le last- 
minute rejection, and if those associated with 
them in b usiness and personal life will co­ 
operate to the fullest possib le ex tent 
It is likely that the selective service sy stem, 
perhaps with modifications, will continue for 
many y ears. 
Paul G. Armstrong, Illinois di­ 
rector, has b een quoted as say ing that in his 
opinion it will continue long after 1945, when 
the present setup ends b y law. 
This b eing the case, every effort should b e 
made to iron out kinks in the sy stem so that 
it may function smoothly and with a minimum 
of di.slGcations and hardships for the men con­ 
cerned 
-

The Washington 
Merry -Go-Round

WA.SHIXGTOX—In placing the b lame for 
the present delay s in defense production it is 
iiiipoi'tant not to forget the months of dilly ­ 
dally ing which industiy * put in last y ear arguing 
over 
tax b ill. 
For weeks, various b ig in- 
d.^stii3i;.-tb told ‘he Treasury and congressional 
committees almost point b lank that they would 
not produce national defense products unless 
they were permitted to write off the value of 
their new emergency plants inside five y ears, 
for tax ation purposes. 
The Packard Motor company , which re­ 
ceived a large order of Rolls-Roy ce engines after 
the Ford company turned 
down 
the 
order, 
argued for several weeks over the new tax 
b ill, while the Curtiss aeroplane company had 
some pretty vigorous things to tell the Treasury 
ab out tax es on the emergency plants it was 
to b uild for governm.ent orders. 
In the end, William Knudsen, Secretary of 
War Stim.son, and other national defense chiefs 
told Congress that it would b e impossib le to 
get the national defense program moving unless 
a provision was w’ritten into the new tax b ill 
permitting capital investments for national de­ 
fense to b e w’ritten off within five y ears. 
This was agreed. 
It w^as also agreed that 
“certificates of neces.sity ” would b e issued to 
companies w'orking on national defense orders, 
and that the.se certificates wmuld give them the 
much desired tax b enefits. 
To handle these certificates of necessity , 
the War and Navy departments hurriedly set 
up elab orate organizations to handle tiie ex ­ 
pected flood of applications from b usiness. 
So 
did the Defense Commission, w^hich must ap­ 
prove the certificates b efore the Treasury wnil 
allow* the tax charge-off. 
They ex pected at least 20,000 applications. 
But months have passed and less than 200 
applications have come in. 
All of which is a b ig puzzle to the defense 
commissioners. 
Also it is the inside reason for 
their recent warning that Feb ruary 5 is the last 
dale on which applications for ’’certificates of 
necessity ” may b e filed. 
Privately , defense officials are concerned. 
They don’t like the prospect of going b ack to 
Congress and asking for an ex tension of the 
Feb ruary 5 deadline. 
For they know what a 
howl against b usiness will go up from Copgress 
and how many emb arrassing questions wiU b e 
asked. 
One of the most ticklish questions will b e 
why b usiness doesn’t take advantage of the 
b enefits which it demanded so vigorously ; and 
why , in such ca.se, it would not b e jinst as well 
for Congress to repeal the b enefits. 


Brain Trust v s. Business 
Brisk, plain-talking William L. Batt, $l-a- 
y ear Defense Commission consultant, is one of 
America’s leading b usiness men, head of the 
great S.K.F. (b all-b earing) company and di­ 
rector of other corporations. 
Defense Commi.s- 
sioner Leon Henderson is a New Deal b rain 
truster, and ey ed with great suspicion b y b usi­ 
ness. 
Nevertheless the two men are good friends 
and w'ork closely together on defense matters. 
At a recent meeting Batt w’as questioned ab out 
a certain b usiness situation and repeatedly ad­ 
mitted he didn’t know the answer. 
But each 
time, Henderson spoke up and supplied the in­ 
formation. 
“Lecn,” finally remarked Batt, “how” did 
y ou learn all this?” 
“Bill,” replied Henderson wdth mock se­ 
verity , “the troub le wdth y ou b rain trusters is 
that y ou don’t know* the practical prob lems of 
b usiness. You ought to get out of the govern­ 
ment and learn w’hat it means lo have to meet 
a 
pay roll.” 


Argentine AAA 
Argentina, that country cf 
open 
spaces, 
b umper crops and heavy ex ports, is on the verge 
of doing a Henry Wallace. 
Never b efore have 
the Argentines admitted that there W’as any 
sy .stem b etter than growing all the wheat y ou 
could get out of the soil, and all the flax and 
all the b arley . 
They have long b een the greatest grain 
ex porting country in the w*orld, and they have 
b ecome so b y sewing w*ide, reaping heavy , and 
filling outb ound vessels to the hatches wiiii 
grain. 
But now the outb ound vessels are few, and 
the grain is b acking up and flowing over the 
fields where still another 
crop 
is 
ripening. 
Official estimates indicate that 
y ear hence 
Argentina will have a wheat surplus of 200 
million b ushels. 
So the Argentine government is doing the 
unheard of; actually is considering acreage con­ 
trol for nex t y ear’s crop. 
The Grain Board 
has b een given authority to cut the plantings of 
wheat, flax seed, and b arley , b y 10 percent, 
in an AAA for Argentina.

come, property , etc.—of 53.3 per 
cent of net income.

that over half of every dollar of 
net income goes for tax es of one 
kind or another. 
Financial authorities seem

feel that the low interest rates are 
a serious hindrance to b usiness 
and that nothin should b e done 
to depress them further. 
The question arises, then, will j 


interest rates, as war order mul­ 
tiply and b usiness moves up, tend 
tc increase? 
This is a question b eing asked

than b usiness men, particularly in 
the real estate field. 
Of course an increased demand 
for money should send rates up.
